R eadin g of th e activities of our courts calls to 
m in d the fact th a t so m an y m en are called to sit 
as jurors an d th a t too often th e custom ary ex­ 
cuses such as havin g form ed an op inion w hich 
th e evidence will n ot chan ge, urgen t duty else­ 
w here, in cap ability an d other com mon excuses 
are heard. 


Jury service is one of the first duties of citi­ 
zen ship , yet it is one of the last duties citizens 
are willing to p erform . Men of ch aracter an d 
good judgm en t p ossessing the n a tura l fitn ess for 
ren derin g fair an d im p artial verdicts will resort 
to m an y flimsy excuses to evade servin g on the 
jury. 


Even un der these circum stan ces they will criti­ 
cize, an d in some in stan ces, abuse those who are 
willing to serve. 


The average citizen thin ks th a t he ca n ’t afford 
to be away from his business two or three days, 
or p erhap s a week, an d sp end th e tim e in a jury 
box a t sm all p ay, because of the dan ger of fi­ 
n an cial loss. 


The p robable loss such service en tails form s a 
barrier between him an d his com m un ity an d he 
forsakes duty to avoid m akin g the fin an cial sac­ 
rifice. This attitude on the p a rt of cap able m en 
of every com m un ity often results in the jury box 
being filled w ith m en n ot fitted to p erform their 
duties as jurors. 


This failure of good citizens to shoulder th eir 
resp on sibilities is but one of the hin dran ces to 
p rop er law en forcem en t. Not all the blam e can 
be p laced on the officers sworn to en force the 
law. They c an ’t do it alone. They m ust have 
m oral backing.
